OUT IN THE COLD 

Shelter figures suggest that almost 10,000 in borough are homeless

NEARLY 10,000 people are homeless in 
Haringey, a housing charity claims. 

That means one person in 28 in the borough is 
afflicted, says Shelter, making it the third-worst 
affected London borough. 

Westminster topped the London list with one 
in 25 people without a home, followed by 
Newham and then Haringey. 

An estimated 9,469 people are homeless, says 
Shelter. The figures are calculated by combining 


a variety of sources - local government figures 
on temporary accommodation and rough sleep¬ 
ing, plus social services’ statistics and figures on 
single homeless hostel bed spaces from charity 
Homeless Link’s annual report. 

Shelter’s chief executive Campbell Robb said: 
“Shelter’s founding shone a light on hidden 
homelessness in the 1960s’ slums, but while 
those troubled times have faded into memory, 50 
years on a modern-day housing crisis is tighten¬ 
ing its grip on our country. 

“Tens of thousands of people in London will 
face the trauma of waking up homeless this 
" Christmas. Decades in the making, this is the 
tragic result of a nation struggling under the 
weight of sky-high rents, a lack of affordable 
homes, and cuts to welfare support. 

“We all face the consequences when so 
many grow up without a place to call home. It 
breaks up communities and wreaks havoc on 
family life.” 

Shelter’s co-founder Des Wilson said: “It 
would be pleasing if Shelter were able to take 
time to celebrate its 50th year, but, as this 
report shows, it is too aware of what still has

to be done. I hope the country will respond to its 
urgent rallying call with the same combination of 
anger and compassion with which it supported our 
work all those years ago.”

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Stench gets up 
everyone’s nose 

Foul reek came from farm energy plant

THE mystery of a foul-smelling stink 
which has had residents holding their 
noses for the past week has been solved. 

The pungent pong led to hundreds 
of people complaining to Enfield Coun¬ 
cil or taking to social media to raise con¬ 
cerns about what it was and whether it 
was harmful. 

City accountant Paul Taylor had just 
left Gordon Hill railway station, in 
Enfield, on his way home from work one 
night last week when he says he was hit 
by an overpowering stench. 

“I thought I’d got out at Beckton 
sewage works by mistake,” he said. “It 
smelled like a cross between manure and 
chemicals and as I reached Lavender 
Him was almost physically sick. 

“I have two young children and I did¬ 
n’t know whether what I was breathing 
was safe, so I posted something on a 
community blog and it was inundated 
with others who had smelled it at differ¬ 
ent times across the borough.” 

The smell, the Advertiser can reveal, 
was caused by non-toxic vapours escap¬ 
ing from a renewable energy plant which 
recycles commercial food waste to gen¬ 
erate electricity for the National Grid. 

The facility is on the 2,000-acre Cat- 
tlegate Farm, in Crews Hill, just over the 
borough’s border in Hertfordshire. 


Conservative councillors Nick Dines 
and Peter Fallart, who represent Chase 
ward, which neighbours the plant, 
this week wrote to the Environment 
Agency calling for an investigation and 
demanding reassurances about air quality 
and enforcement. 

“There is genuine concern about the 
air quality,” said Mr Dines. 

“The Environment Agency needs to 
enforce and ensure the stench goes away. 
It also needs to be more pro-active in 
informing residents about what is being 
processed and what the impact is on the 
quality of the air we breathe,” he added. 

The company which runs the plant, 
Willen Biogas, processes food waste, 
which is broken down by micro-organ¬ 
isms and turned into methane to power 
generators, in turn creating electricity. 

Partner Adrian Williams blamed the 
leakage on a faulty weld carried out 
by contractors on the “digestate back 
end” to the sealed vessels where 
methane is “harvested”. 

He said that a temporary fix had been 
put in place with the installation of an 
odour suppression system and insisted 
the fault would be fully rectified within 
the next 10 days. 

“We have been working with the coun¬ 
cil and the Environment Agency to 
remedy the situation,” he added. 

A spokesman for the Environment 
Agency said that it regulates both Cattle-

gate Farm compost site and its AD 
(Anaerobic Digestion) site. 

“We continue to regulate the site and 
enforce where appropriate.” he said. 

“We regularly update people via email 
and offer this service to anyone who 
requests feedback. 

“Any concerns about air quality 
and health implications should be 
directed to environmental health at the 
local council.”

Orchard will help to keep Britain’s bees busy 


VOLUNTEERS are hoping Forty Hall’s 
new orchard will help boost Britain’s 
dwindling bee population. 

It is part of the Bee Project, which 
is run in the gardens of Forty Hall 
estate, in Forty Hill, Enfield, by 
conservation volunteer group Friends of 
Forty Hall Park. 

Bee boxes have already been placed 
outside in the walled garden and the 
hope is that 13 newly planted apple and 
pear trees will increase numbers of 
buzzing visitors to the park. 

The group received a grant of £700 
from The Tree Council charity to fund 
so-called stepover fruit trees, which are 
ideal for restricted space because they 
grow horizontally at such a low height 
that they can be stepped over - hence 
the name. 

Volunteers also used money raised 


from their summer event Music on the 
Lawn to buy metal frames to support 
the trees. 

They were joined last week by three 
Enfield primary schools which helped 
lend a hand and plant them across 
two days 

Pupils from Lavender school, in 
Lavender Road, visited on Friday and 
Carterhatch school, in Carterhatch 
Lane, and Suffolks school, in 
Brick Lane, visited on Thursday. 

They also took part in a fruit tree 
biology and life cycle workshop. 

Mayor of Enfield Bernadette Lap- 
page, visited the orchard as the guest 

of honour. 

“Bees love apple and pear trees,” said 
Jo-Ann Brown, volunteer organiser at 
Friends of Forty Hall Park. 

“And as we have made and fitted bee 


boxes along the wall 
in the Walled 
Garden, we hope we 
will have lots of 
happy bees buzzing 
around next spring 
enjoying the 
step-over apple and 
pear trees.” 

Visitors can also 
pick the apples 
straight from the 
trees to eat. 

“The trees have been specially 
selected as they are native to the 
south-east of England and many of 
them are now rare heritage varieties,” 
explained Jo-Ann.

Timetable protests 
gather momentum

HUGE numbers of commuters have signed a peti¬ 
tion against timetable changes that would see their 
train service dramatically cut in peak times. 

More than 850 Grange Park residents - furious 
over Great Northern’s proposals to slash the number 
of trains by a third during the morning rush hour - 
are calling for service operator Govia Thameslink 
Railway to rethink the proposed changes that would 
be implemented in 2018. 

Nicola Jefferson, who started the petition, said: “I 
work in Victoria and use that service every day, 
along with many others. 

“A lot of commuters already have to go from 
Winchmore Hill because there are more trains from 
there, but Grange Park is their preferred station. 

“The Office of Rail and Road has given us infor¬ 
mation that shows from 2013 until 2015 - which is 
their last recorded information - there has been an 
increase of 14 per cent of people using Grange Park 

“That increase is the largest in the whole 
Enfield area. People here are livid that despite 
those figures they are thinking of cutting our peak¬ 
time trains.” 

Rail chiefs met residents and Enfield Southgate 
MP David Burrowes two weeks ago to discuss their 
concerns. Speaking at the meeting, Phil Hutchin¬ 
son, head of strategic planning at GTR, promised 
that the company would listen to Enfield com¬ 
muters and urged people to go online before tomor¬ 
row (Thursday) to submit feedback. 

Grange Park is between Winchmore Hill and 
Enfield Chase stations on the Great Northern line

and - if the changes are approved - would have a 
reduced peak hour service from 2018. 

GTR is having a timetable shake-up to “improve 
services” between Moorgate and Gordon Hill on the 
Hertford North loop. 

The company said that even though it was sug¬ 
gesting a morning peak hour reduction, there would 
be more trains to Grange Park throughout the day 
and more on Saturdays. 

Great Northern spokesman Roger Perkins said: 
“This proposal for the morning peak was based on 
our understanding of passenger demand and the 
need to spread train loadings out across services 
that have different station stopping patterns. 

“However, the consultation is just that - a consul¬ 
tation - and we will be reviewing everything people 
are telling us.”

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New law would permit 
exhumation of bodies 



Running out of space: New Southgate cemetery

THE grave issue of dwindling burial 
space looks set to be remedied with 
a new law that would allow bodies 
to be exhumed from New Southgate 
cemetery. 

If the New Southgate cemetery bill 
gets the green light, graves which are 
more than 75 years old could be exca¬ 
vated, the remains reburied “to their 
deepest depth” and new caskets buried 
on top. 

Otherwise, in nine years’ time the 
cemetery, in Brunswick Park Road, that 
is the last resting place of many from 
the Catholic, Cypriot and Caribbean 
communities as well as being the main 
burial place for the Baha’i faith, 
including the grave of its founder - will 
be at maximum capacity. 

David Burrowes MP for Enfield 
Southgate, said: “There is a critical 
need for more grave spaces at New 
Southgate. The law will be much 
appreciated by the local community 
who want a local cemetery to bury 
their loved ones. 

“I was delighted to sponsor and 
guide the new cemetery bill through its 
second reading last week. 

“It all but guarantees its safe passage 
into law after it goes through the 
formality of remaining stages in the 
Commons.” 

Local authorities in London already 
have the power to re-use areas where a 


burial has not taken place for 75 years. 

But New Southgate cemetery and 
crematorium is a private company and 
does not have the same rights. 

The aim of the New Southgate ceme¬ 
tery bill is to free up old graves to 
enable a sustainable future. 

The cemetery company states that 
“in cases where a burial has not taken 
place for 75 years or more the remains 
would be reverently gathered together 
and then reburied more deeply using a 
method known as lift and deepen”. 


If the bill is given the go-ahead, all 
grave owners will be given six months’ 
notice to object. 

Any objection would see if any re¬ 
use of that grave postponed for a mini¬ 
mum of 25 years. 

The cemetery company has already 
written to all of the grave owners 
within the oldest sections dating back 
to 1856, but 99 per cent of the letters 
were returned by Royal Mail as unde¬ 
liverable because the families have 
died or moved away. 


Seven men are locked up 
following brawl in street 


SEVEN men - including 
four from Enfield - have 
been locked up for their part 
in a violent street clash 
between rival groups, wield¬ 
ing knives and brandishing 
a firearm. 

The frenzied fight took 
place in Joyce Avenue, 
Edmonton, in the early hours 
of February 25 this year - 
and on Friday at Wood 
Green Crown Court the last 
of the thugs was sentenced. 

The excessive level of vio¬ 
lence used prompted the 
police officer who led the 
investigation - Detective 
Constable Rob Jones, of the 
Met’s Trident and Area 
Crime Command - to 
remark: “It is only by sheer 
luck that no person died as 
a result.” 

Violence erupted after 
Hayder Bozkina, 20, and 
Bartek Glowacki, 21, drove 
to the location at 3 am in an 
arranged meeting with 
Rekan Saver, 20, to settle a 
dispute over money. 

After the brawl, Delman 
Mahmoud and Mahir Kilic 
were arrested at North 
Middlesex University Hos¬ 
pital, in Sterling Way, 
Edmonton, where they had 
sought treatment. 

Saver handed himself into 
police three hours later. 
Mahmood Abubakr was also 
arrested for his role in the 


disorder. 

A search of a car used by 
Saver’s group found in the 
hospital’s car park revealed 
an imitation firearm. 

Mohammed Abdi, 18, of 
Munster Gardens, Palmers 
Green, pleaded guilty to 
affray on Friday and was 
detained under the Mental 
Health Act. 

The six other thugs were 
jailed at the same court after 
pleading guilty to a variety of 
charges at previous hearings. 

Saver, of Westminster Gar¬ 
dens, Edmonton, was jailed 
for 20 months in September 
for affray and possession of 
an imitation firearm. 

Kilic, 27, from Wood 
Green, appeared with Saver 
and was sentenced to eight 
months in prison for affray. 

Mahmoud, 20, of Bedford 
Road, Edmonton, was jailed 
for 20 months for affray 
and possession of an offen¬ 
sive weapon. 

Abubakr, 18, of Oakfield 
Gardens, Edmonton, was 
sentenced to 16 months in 
prison for affray. 

Bozkina, from Leyton- 
stone, east London, was 
jailed for 15 months last 
month for affray and posses¬ 
sion of an offensive weapon 

Glowacki, also from Ley- 
tonstone, was given a 21- 
month prison sentence for 
the same offences.

‘Dangerous sex 
predator’ jailed

A “DANGEROUS” sexual predator 
from Edmonton, who raped a young girl 
over three years, has been jailed. 

Mohammed Dauhoo groomed his vic¬ 
tim after a chance meeting when she 
was just nine. 

He invited her to his home in Upper 
Edmonton and raped and sexually 
assaulted her on numerous occasions. 

The 72-year-old, who is now of no 
fixed address, bought the girl gifts 
including laptops, mobile phones and 
clothes as he groomed her. 

His victim, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, came forward and told a 
teacher what had happened after 
Dauhoo was convicted in 2013 for 
similar offences. 

A jury at Southwark Crown Court 
found him guilty of five counts of rap¬ 
ing a child under the age of 13 and two 
charges of sexual activity with a child 
between July 2009 and March 2013. 


He was sentenced to 14 years and six 
months in prison last Wednesday. 

Detective Sergeant David Hillier, of 
the Met Police’s sexual offences, 
exploitation and child abuse command, 
said: “I would like to commend the 
bravery of the young girl in this case for 
having the courage to come forward and 
tell her teacher and then speak with 

our officers. 

“Dauhoo is an extremely dangerous 
sexual predator, who now faces the very 
real prospect of spending the rest of his 
days in prison. 

“I also hope that this case gives 
courage to others who may have suf¬ 
fered or may be suffering similar abuse 
to come forward and report it.” 

Children’s charity the NSPCC urged 
victims to come forward if they have 
suffered sexual assault. 

A spokeswoman said: “It takes a lot of 
courage for sexual abuse victims to 
open up about what has happened to 
them, but it is important that when they

do they are listened to. Dauhoo’s con¬ 
viction is proof that no matter when 
offences like this take place once 
reported they will be investigated thor¬ 
oughly and those responsible will be 
brought to justice.”

Boy, 15, released without charge after death 


A 15-YEAR-OLD boy 
from Enfield has been 
released from bail without 
charge and faces no 
further action in 
connection with the death 
of a man found in a 
fire-damaged car in Essex. 


The boy, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, 
was arrested on November 
23 following the death of 
30-year-old Vilson Meshi. 

Mr Meshi was 
discovered in his Audi car 
in Pitsea nine months ago, 


on February 27. 

Two other teenagers 
- an 18-year-old girl and 
15-year-old boy - have 
also been arrested in 
connection with Mr 
Meshi’s death, and a 
46-year-old woman, 


from Basildon, Essex, 
has been arrested on 
suspicion of theft and 
assisting an offender. 

All three have been 
released on bail to return 
to a police station on 
December 21.

Teenager 
praised 
for taking 
‘selfless’ 
care of 
her mum

YOUNG carer Chandrika Gopalakrishnan has 
had to grow up fast. 

She learned sign language early in life and by 
the age of 12 she was sole carer for her mum Raji 
at their home in Ash Grove, Palmers Green. 

Raji, 51, has Usher syndrome, a condition that 
rendered her deaf and with progressive blind¬ 
ness. She has always relied on Chandrika, now 
19, to help her navigate her daily appointments 
and routines. 

Chandrika said: “Mum has been deaf since 
before I was born. I learnt sign language so that 
I could act as a bridge between my mum and the 
wider world. 

“But over the past four years her eyesight has 
got much worse and she is now registered blind. 

“For her to see me sign, she has to hold my 
hands and feel what my fingers are doing. 


“It’s been hard. I had a really low time when I 
was doing my A-levels. I had all this pressure on 
me - that I heaped on myself - to get really good 
grades and go on and do medicine. But it all got 
too much with the work and mum.” 

Chandrika volunteers for national charity 
Sense, which organises week-long summer holi¬ 
days for more than 100 deafblind children and 
adults each year. 

At 17, she was its youngest volunteer. 

It was through this and by campaigning relent¬ 
lessly for the Deaf Project - a charity for deaf 
people in Edmonton that had its funding slashed 
by Enfield Council in March - that she met MP 
for Enfield Southgate David Burrowes. 

She said: “Mr Burrowes nominated me for the 
Kids Count Inspiration Awards, so two weeks 
ago my family and I all went to the House of 
Commons. It was a really special day.” 

Chandrika was highly commended for her 
“courage and selflessness”. 


She is taking a year out from study and 
thanks to her signing skills has just got a job 
with the Empowering Deaf Society charity, 
organising events. 

She said: “I will keep fighting to get more 
funding for the Deaf Project in Edmonton. It was 
such a lifeline for me as a child. I could go to 
them with council tax, income tax, important let¬ 
ters, forms I had to fill in - things that at the age 
of 12 you have no idea about - and they’d do it 
all for me. 

“I hate the thought that other young carers in 
Edmonton don’t have the help that I had.” 

A spokesman for the council said: “In common 
with many other local authorities, Enfield 
Council has seen its budgets significantly 
reduced by the government in recent years, forc¬ 
ing us to reduce expenditure across the board. 

“Despite these budget pressures we were able 
to continue to fund the Deaf Project, although the 
amount of funding we provided was reduced.”

THIS must be the only Mediterranean seafood 
restaurant for a country mile where guests are 
entertained by an Elvis impersonator. 

I couldn’t help falling in love with my starter of 
fresh Devon crab and avocado salad, and the 
prawns and scallops ravioli will always be on 
my mind. 

Being a pescatarian, I had a burning love for 
this place (OK, that’s enough Elvis puns for now). 

You could smell the sea on the Devon crab and 
the ravioli were little parcels of treasure from the 
seabed, soaked in a salty, creamy seafood sauce. 

The Gannets tucked into gently-fried halibut, 
which was firm and juicy and expertly seasoned, 
and would have been fit for the King of Rock and 
Roll himself or even King Neptune. 

A talking point was the tank of flesh-eating 


piranhas next to our table, where, apparently, one 
of the tank members was eaten by another one 
day to the horror of guests. 

My own drama unfolded when I noticed the 
halibut was wrapped in Parma ham, and 15 years 
of pescatarian ism almost ended in one mouth¬ 
ful. Had this dish been the devil in disguise? 

Whenever Elvis impersonator Mario Kombou 
performs, dishes on the menu are lovingly 
renamed with song titles such as Love Me 
Tender (fresh octopus with potato salad) and The 
Wonder of You (pan-fried monk fish). 

Co-owner Piero Colucci says he “came out of 
his shell” about six months ago when he took 
over the restaurant, his first-ever business ven¬ 
ture, along with chef Luigi Romana, whom Piero 
met during a career of more than 20 years work¬ 
ing at restaurants in London’s West End. 

“We put our experiences together to create our 
own recipes,” says Piero, who is from the Italian 
“seafood city” of Bari. 

“I know we’re good at what we do. Sometimes 
we stay up all night cooking a dish over and over 
again to get it the way I want it.”

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film review 


Whistleblower’s pedestrian story 



SNOWDEN (15, 134 mins) 


I N February 2015, documentary film¬ 
maker Laura Poitras deservedly won an 
Oscar for her riveting picture Citizenfour, 
which charts the events leading up to 
Edward Snowden’s decision to go public 
as the CIA contractor who leaked sensi¬ 
tive material belonging to the NSA 
(National Security Agency). 

In her film, Poitras conducts a series of 
secret interviews with Snowden holed up 
in a hotel room in Hong Kong in the com¬ 
pany of investigative journalist Glenn 
Greenwald and The Guardian newspa¬ 
per’s defence and intelligence correspon¬ 
dent Ewen MacAskill. 

When Snowden’s whereabouts leaks to 
the media, he moves to Poitras’ room and 
her film becomes a fascinating portrait of a 
man on the run from his own government. 

This real-life story torn from global news 
headlines provides the inspiration for 
Oliver Stone’s character study, which 
dramatises events that took place 
between 2004 and 2013 with occasional 
brushstrokes of artistic licence. 

For anyone who saw Poitras’ docu¬ 
mentary, this film is a redundant exercise 
in glossy repackaging. 

Curiously, it’s lacking in director Stone’s 
trademark fire and brimstone and his 
pedestrian trawl through recent history 
only sparks to life thanks to Joseph Gor- 
don-Levitt’s assured central performance 
as the beleaguered whistleblower. 

It opens with Poitras (Melissa Leo) and 
Greenwald (Zachary Quinto) meeting 


Snowden (Gordon-Levitt) in Hong Kong. 

They place mobile phones in a 
microwave in Snowden’s room - a secu¬ 
rity measure to prevent surveillance track¬ 
ing - before he recounts his life story in a 
series of flashbacks. 

He recalls his training with the US army, 
which leads to a position at the CIA under 
unit director Corbin O’Brian (Rhys Ifans). 

“Secrecy is security, and security is vic¬ 
tory,” O’Brian tells his young charges. 

Snowden’s impressive coding skills pro¬ 
pel him on the fast track to writing pro¬ 
grams that will protect sensitive NSA data. 

Meanwhile, he begins dating Lindsay 
Mills (Shailene Woodley), who stands by 
him as he embarks on his momentous 
course, but is also his voice of conscience. 

“It's like I’m on a trajectory I can’t turn 
back from,” he laments. “You can always 
turn back,” she replies sternly. 

This is a polished, if suspense-free, 
political thriller for our surveillance-heavy 
times and shines a sympathetic light on 
the lead character. 

Stone’s screenplay, co-written by Kieran 
Fitzgerald, fails to sketch events outside the 
Hong Kong hotel room in sufficient detail to 
give a clear sense of the multiple moral 
dilemmas and terrible repercussions. 

Gordon-Levitt delivers a measured per¬ 
formance, teasing out Snowden’s naivete 
as he delivers the script’s barnstorming key 
speeches in favour of disclosure: “It’s not 
about terrorism. Terrorism is the excuse. It’s 
about social and economic control.” 

Footage of the real Snowden during the 
film’s closing moments is a reminder of the 
superiority of the Citizenfour documentary.

M EET the California THS- 
the tweaked version of the 
manufacturer’s folding hard¬ 
top family Ferrari. With two seats in 
the back for small children and a V8 
turbo-charged lump up front, this is 
the convertible Italian supercar for 
those who need to carry more than 
one significant other. 

New for the Handling Speciale 
model are some stiffer springs, 
louder exhaust and some ever-so- 
subtle design tweaks - which you’ll 
be charged £5,568 to add to an ever- 
expanding list of options. 

The California is aimed at a certain 
type of buyer and has the ability to 
disappoint behind the wheel, unless 
you drive it in context. This is a GT 
car designed for comfort, looks and 
kerb appeal much before driving 
entertainment, unlike its thorough¬ 
bred 488 stablemate. That means it’s 
more comfortable than exciting to 


drive. Even with the louder exhaust 
system on this HS model, on the road 
we found it just a little too quiet. 

In fact, we found the California 
lacked a lot of the excitement you’d 
expect to find in a Ferrari. Despite its 
impressive performance credentials, 
it just didn’t feel as involving as we’d 
hoped. That said, it was certainly a 
comfortable companion over distance 
and never failed to draw a crowd 
whenever we parked. The quality of 
its build is without question, too - 
perfectly demonstrated with a won¬ 
derfully dramatic roof mechanism. 

OK, so a Ferrari isn’t going to win 
any accessibility. However, this is a 
sports car and comes with sports car 
compromises. Put the front seats 
back to anything less than a knee¬ 
crushing position and you lose all 
rear legroom - which means even 
carrying a five-year-old requires the 
front seat passengers to perform 
some gymnastics for the journey. The 
boot is pretty cramped, too. If you 


don’t want to use the roof, you get a 
little more space, but if you do, then 
you’ll be refined to two small bags at 
best. Weekly shopper, this isn’t. 

For long-distance motorway jour¬ 
neys, the California T HS is a comfy 
drive. The 552bhp turbo-charged V8 
has impressive breadth to its power 
delivery and although the feeling of 
acceleration is somewhat numbed in 
the cabin, it can hit 60mph in just 
3.6 seconds. Sadly, the turbo engine 
loses some of the charms of a nor¬ 
mally aspirated unit. It may offer 
improved performance, but sadly 
lacks some of the aural pleasure you 
expect from a Ferrari. 

Those stiffer springs and louder 
exhaust come into play when you 
select the Sport setting on the manet- 
tino switch on the steering wheel. Hit 
the bumpy road button on the steering 
wheel, too, and you’ll be rewarded 
with a compliant ride that’s just about 
perfect for rutted roads. A parking 
camera makes backing the Ferrari

into spaces a pretty simple affair and, 
despite its sports car credentials, the 
visibility isn’t too bad either. 

The California T Handling Spe¬ 
ciale costs £155,244, - but that base 
price soon increases once you start 
ticking some options boxes. 

Two-tone exterior (£4,320), carbon 
fibre dash inserts (£3,744), Scuderia 
Ferrari side shields (£1,056) and 
front and rear parking cameras 
(£4,032) are just a few of the options 
that can soon add up. In fact, our test 
car had no fewer than 29 options 
added - including titanium wheel 
bolts at £1,810 - which pushed the 
purchase price up to a staggering 
£215,011. That’s a whopping 
£59,767 on extras. 

One worth adding is Apple CarPlay 
(£2,400), which makes the infotain¬ 
ment system far more usable. Fer¬ 
rari’s standard system isn’t a match 
for the likes of Audi or Porsche, so 
the addition of Apple’s integrated 
software is well worth selecting.

MANAGER Mauricio Pochettino 
hailed his Tottenham Hotspur side 
after they romped to a 5-0 victory at 
home to Swansea City on Saturday 
to claim their biggest Premier 
League win of the season. 

Spurs came into the match on

Son Heung-Min added a stunning 
second on the stroke of half-time 
and Kane put them further ahead 
before a Christian Eriksen double 
completed the rout. 

“It was a very good performance,” 
said Kane, who signed a new six- 
year deal with the club last week. 


“We had to be patient because Swan¬ 
sea came to frustrate us and drop off, 
but we moved the ball quicker, 
created a lot of chances and obvi¬ 
ously got the first two goals before 
half-time and then the third straight 
after. 

“That really gave us the momen¬ 
tum for that second half and we 
went out there and got the big win. 

“I was itching to get the hat-trick.

a good save and then a couple of 
tired finishes, but I’m happy with 
the two goals and the most impor¬ 
tant thing is the three points.

I’m pleased with the 
two goals and hopefully we can get 
a good run together now, get some 
wins going and really push up the 
league.” 


Borough’s good run comes to an end with heavy defeat 


HARINGEY BOROUGH’S excellent run of 
form came to an abrupt halt on Saturday 
when they slumped to a 5-2 defeat at VCD

Borough responded well to this double 
setback and reduced their deficit almost 
immediately when Adrian Markus found 
himself in the clear and beat Freund from 
close range. 

Two minutes later the scores were level as 


the ball was worked down the left to Markus, 
who cut in field and curled a superb shot into 
the top corner. 

The momentum seemed to be with the 
visitors at this stage, but they fell behind 
again on 59 minutes when Mekhi McLeod 
scored with a powerful shot after latching on 
to Kojo Awotwi’s pass. 

Borough never really recovered from this 
and the hosts went on to make it 4-2 nine 
minutes from time - McLeod picking out 
Hahn at the far post, who took one touch 
before volleying home. 

With VCD now in total control they 
completed the visitors’ misery by adding a 
fifth late on when McLeod netted with a low 
shot after being found in space by Hahn.

Vertonghen happy 
at new Spurs deal 


TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR defender Jan Vertong¬ 
hen has spoken of his delight after putting pen to 
paper on a new contract which will keep him at 
the club until 2019. 

The 29-year-old Belgian, who arrived four years 
ago from Ajax Amsterdam, has gone on to make 
179 appearances for the club. 

“When I first joined things were different with a 
different manager and still at the old training 
ground as well,” he said. “A lot has changed. 

“This is an unbelievable group of talented guys 
and I feel privileged to be part of it. We’ve created 
a great atmosphere. The results haven’t been the 
best lately but you can still feel that this can be a 
great season for us. 

“I can’t imagine playing somewhere else at the 
moment. We have a great team with the technical 
staff, the medical staff, everyone around us, all 
great guys. It feels good to help Tottenham achieve 
the goals we want to achieve.” 

Vertonghen put pen to paper on his new deal on 
Friday, just 24 hours after star striker Harry Kane 
had signed a six-year contract which will keep 
him at Spurs until 2022. 

“Everyone knows what I feel for this club,” 
Kane said. “To sign another contract is a special 
feeling. We have got a great young squad and the 
club is moving in the right direction. I had no hes¬ 
itation in signing. 

“I got my chance and took my chance, but now 
it’s time to work even harder to maintain that level. 
I want to be a top striker year in, year out, scoring 
goals and I know I have to work hard every year to 
maintain that.”
